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Friends: 

Although  we  celebrate  Earth  Day  once  a  year,  it's  the  work  we  do  year-round  that 
counts. 

Here  in  the  13th  District  we  are  working  every  day  to  help  protect  our  environment. 

In  2017  we  planted  1,492  trees  and  my  Clean  Team  completed  875  work  sites.  Most 
of  the  projects  involved  clearing  away  dumped  bulky  items  and  trash  from  our 
parkways  and  storm  drains,  preventing  even  more  debris  from  entering  the  Los 
Angeles  River. 

I  am  also  working  on  policy  to  help  reduce  the  negative  impacts  of  plastic  waste  in 
our  environment.  Worldwide,  plastic  straws  are  among  the  top  10  marine  debris 
flowing  into  our  oceans.  As  a  coastal  city,  we  have  a  responsibility  to  act.  That's  why 
I  introduced  a  motion  with  my  colleague  Nury  Martinez  to  create  a  city-wide 
ordinance  to  deal  with  this  issue.  I  hope  you  will  join  me  as  this  initiative  moves 
along  in  the  legislative  process. 

We  have  so  much  to  celebrate  this  Earth  Day  but  we  have  so  much  more  to  do.  I 
hope  you  will  join  me  at  one  of  the  following  events:
